Bacteriology  was  introduced  at  Florida  State  College  for  Women 
about  fifteen  years  ago  as  an  appendage  to  Botany.  When  it  was 
started  it  was  not  expected  that  it  would  ever  be  more  than  an  ap- 
pendage to  supply  the  needs  of  the  majors  in  Home  Economics  and 
a  few  other  girls  who  elected  the  course.  As  time  went  on  more 
and  more  interest  was  shown  in  the  subject,  so  that  nine  years  ago 
the  present  course  in  General  Bacteriology  was  established  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  average  student  more  nearly  than  did  the  more 
specialized  course  which  they  had  been  taking.  At  present  two  peo- 
ple are  employed  full  time  in  the  teaching  of  Bacteriology.

As  in  other  biological 
sciences  opportunity  is  given  to  discover  or  verify  facts  of  life  as 
shown  by  plants.  Botanical  work  therefore  offers  training  in  the 
scientific  method  of  approach  as  applied  to  animate  things.  Since 
plants  take  such  an  important  place  in  our  surroundings  the  cul- 
tural and  practical  value  of  "Botany"  must  be  and  is  made,  ap- 
parent. It  will  be  seen  that  work  in  Botany  is  something  more  than 
a  mere  exultation  about  flowers.

Tho  Alniniiiit'  Associiition  of  Floi'idii  Stntc  ("ollfi^c  f'dr  Wdiiioii  was  orLraiiizcd  in  l!t(»0 
and  now  includes  approxiniatt'ly  tliirty-six  hundred  nieniliers  with  in-osiieets  of  an  addi- 
tional four  hundred  from  the  class  of  10:>).  (General  niemhersliip  in  the  Association  is 
given  only  those  students  who  have  recei\-ed  degrees  from  the  College,  and  associate 
nieml)erships  thost-  stiideiits  who  do  not  liold  degiccs.  hut  who  have  heen  in  attendance 
at  the  ('ollege  for  two  years  or  more  in  li'ood  standing. 

Alumnae  headquarters  are  on  the  main  floor  of  tlie  Administration  huilding  in  a 
room  furnished  by  the  Silver  Jubilee  class  of  l!i:!0.  The  Association  is  now  entering  its 
fourth  year  with  an  executive  secretary. 

Through  the  alunuiae  loan  fund,  the  greatest  jn-oject  of  the  Association,  many  girls 
have  been  aide  to  attend  Florida  State  College  for  Women  who  otherwise  would  have 
found  it  impossilile.  The  alumnae  loan  fund  has  grown  from  a  sum  of  $100.00,  set  ashle 
for  a  scholarshii)  immediately  ui)on  the  organi/.ation  of  the  Association,  to  the  present 
value  of  over  .'j;n,0(lO.(iO.  Inchnh-d  in  this  sum  are  coutrihutions  from  various  classes, 
individTuil  alumnae,  and  the  College  Pan-neUenic  Association. 

Every  spring,  alunuiae  "get  togethers"  in  the  form  of  luiK-heons.  dinners,  or  teas  are 
held  in  all  parts  of  the  State  with  faculty  representatives  present  from  the  College. 
Through  these  gathei'ings  the  alumnae  are  kept  in  active  touch  with  their  Alina  Mater 
and  ai'e  informed  as  to  the  c<dlege  ad\ancemcnt,  campus  changes,  ;ind  all  activities 
occurring  within  the  year. 

During  the  past  three  years  a  number  of  alumnae  clubs  have  been  organized,  both  in 
Florida  and  in  other  states.  The  tlrst  alunuiae  club  was  formed  in  New  York  in  the 
fall  of  1930  and  the  second  in  Jacksonville  in  Jiinuary,  1931. 

The  sponsoring  each  year  of  a  play,  presented  liy  members  of  the  college  faculty,  is 
another  project  on  the  alumnae  calendar.  The  first  "faculty  play"  was  presented  in 
the  spring  of  1929. 

The  Alumnae  Novs.  official  publication  of  the  F.  S.  C.  W.  Alumnae  Association,  is 

issui'd  liy  the  secretai-y  each  month,  and  is  a  means  of  keeping  tlie  alumnae  in  touch  with 
the  College  and  the  Associiit  ion.  'I'hc  Ncirs  atlcmpls  to  give  alumnae  the  "latest"  about 
the   .'ilumnae,   the   faculty,    the  college.    :ind    the  sindeiils. 

At  the  present  time  alumnae  of  FloiMdji  Slate  College  for  Women  are  found  in 
practically  every  state  in  the  union  and  in  a  number  of  foreign  countries.  The  Alumnae 
Association  is  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Women  and  the 
American    Alumni    Council.
